It has been fully deraaet rated in connection with 
European debts to the United States that nobody 
loves a creditor, and that our post war Icndings to 
European powers have stored up an immense supply 
of dislike of America. Every a tegeal American 
billion sent to Europe increases the intensi. y of that | 
dislike. However welcome the moncy may be when | 
it is advanced, the necessity of pay:ng it 1s ee |

The American government's suggest’on of the |» 
ment by. France af thai part of our loans which were 
made after the war was over has been reccived as | 
some ‘thing of an insult. Our home grown outlanders | 
have joined in the chorus which depicts Uncle Sam | 
as a Shylock demanding his “pound of flesh.” There | 
is an casy way out of “such a quandary and that is | 
to cease loaning money to Woe who soon begin t>| 
believe that the credit .hus extended becomes a griev- 
ance on settlement day. 
The suggestion that we become creditors of Ger- 
"many to the extent of a half billion dollars which | 
might casily become a billion—because these obli- 
gations cannot readily be marketed clsewhere than 
in this country—is full of disagreeable potentialitics. 
First of all, the German people will ccme to resent ; 
the fact that Americans have so huge a mortgage on 
their industries. We will be about as popular in Ger- 
many as an installment collector. 
Moreover, the demand will arise, and not unreas- 
onably, thai we should take our pay in goods. This 
is the necessity which is troubling Germany's E.uro- 
pean creditors. Bismark discovercd that the two b.l- 
lion dollar indemnity levied on France after the Fran- 
co-Prussian War became a liability rather than an as- 
sct. It was necessary for the French to pay in goods. 
This slowed down German industry and cuickcned: 
French industry. As a direct result of that transaction, 
Bismark, citing the benefits of the American tariff 
system, cstablished proccctionism in Germany, thus | 
stimulating the modern industrial growth of his nation. 


The United States did not demand, at the peace | 


conference, a cent of indemnity from Germany. Those 


who did, seem anx1ous ¢ 'to saddle upon Us whatever gin 


odium attaches to the collection of indemnities dc- | 
manded by oth«rs and whatever adverse econom’c 
consequences may come from the collection of a stag- | 
gering debt. Then Germany will be told that after! 
all the United States ts the real Shylock of the situa- 
tion and unanimiy will be brought about on the con- 
tinent in dislike for the United States. As matters 
now stand, friendship for .he United States 1s more 
prevalent in Germany than in the nations with which 
we co-operated in the World war. Our government 
should not be a party to any arrangement whereby 
dislike of the United States may be made genera! 
in Europe. Those who levied the deb: on Germany 
should collect it, and not put Uncle Sam on a dis- 
agree ‘able job in which he has no direct interest. 
Whenever we sit down at a European council 
table we do not fare well. Tenderfect should not
